The 
spirit and expressions of the mine 
workers, officers and delegates make 
it certain that the financial aid extend­ 
ed will be most liberal. 
The convention was called at the re­ 
quest of five districts of the United 
Mine Workers, the three Pennsylvania 
anthracite districts and the W est Vir­ 
ginia and 
Michigan bituminous dis­

That is the estimate of 
State Factory Inspector McAbee, who 
says that while the Increase in the

United States Steel corporation will 
amount only to about $135,000, the in­ 
dependent companies will be forced 
also to make an increase, and the total 
will foot up to the amount stated. 
The increase will advance the wages 
of common laborers IO per cent. Skill­ 
ed labor is not affected for the reason 
that they have agreements with the 
steel company which have several 
months to run. 
The amount of In­

amount to about $4,000,000 annually, 
and 100,000 men are benefited.

At the sam e tim e It is a fact that tile 
disease, though one of the most terri­ 
ble known to medical science, does you 
a great deal of good if you are capable 
of throwing it off without suffering 
after effects of a more serious charac­ 
ter than being pitted with the queer 
little marks it alm ost invariably leaves 
behind to distinguish its victims.

Gout and rheumatism are exceeding­ 
ly painful diseases and of course in 
some cases prove fatal, but they confer 
many a blessing upon mankind, and 
rheumatism particularly is well known 
to doctors as a preventive of many oth­ 
er diseases. 
It is a notorious fact that 
gouty subjects generally live to a ripe 
age, and albeit they suffer very se­ 
verely at tim es they generally enjoy ex­ 
cellent general heulth, the very cause* 
of the gout keeping their blood in good 
condition and making it unendurable to 
many kinds of microbes. 
Cases have occurred of whole house­ 
holds, 
except 
one 
member, 
being 
stricken down with infectious diseases, 
and the lucky exception has been a 
suffered 
from

which alone has prevented him from 
contracting the diseases which have 
run through the house. 
Such sufferers 
do not run half the risk of catching 
the common Illnesses that nonsufferers 
run, and a large proportion of the peo­ 
ple who reach ages of fourscore years 
are people who for years have suffered 
from gout or rheumatism, to which 
fact they undoubtedly owe many of 
the years they have lived over the al­ 
lotted span. 
Take half n dozen persons over the 
age of seventy who suffer from rheu­ 
matism or gout and half a dozen oth­ 
ers who suffer from neither and you 
w ill find that, except for their rheu­ 
matism or gout, they enjoy very much 
better health than the nonsufferers 
and stand a splendid chance of outliv­ 
ing tho latter.

centage of centenarians who died with 
all their w its about them and with ex­ 
cellent mem ories of the days of theit 
youth have suffered for many years 
from rheumatism and been particular­ 
ly free from other diseases. 
The loss of a leg or an arm Is also 1 
■ald to do you good In the long run. 
Perhaps that Is an awkward phrase to 
apply to the loss of a leg, but let it 
stand. It certainly seem s that when a 
man Is deprived of a leg or an arm 
the vitality and vigor of the lost mem­ 
ber remain with him to increase the 
vitality of the remainder. 
It has been declared by an em inent 
authority that when a man has a leg 
out off, he being in sufficiently good 
health not to collapse from the opera­ 
tion. adds tw o or three, som etim es 
more, years on to his latter days.— 
Pearson’s W eekly. 


POOL TABLE POCKETS. 


f l i e r A r e M ad e F o r t h e Moat P a r t In 
F a r m e r s ’ H olm en. 
“An odd occupation, surely,” said a 
man acquainted w ith tile business, “Is 
that of knitting pool table pockets. 
A 
few persons find steady em ploym ent at 
It, but the greater number of those en­ 
gaged In it take it up incidentally to 
some other employment. 
“Of nil the i>ool pockets used the lar­ 
gest proportion is made in farm houses 
by farmers* w ives and daughters. The 
women who do this work are mostly 
Germans and Swedes. 
“Pool table pockets are all hand­ 
made. 
The largest producer of pool 
pockets is a concern In New York that 
em ploys at this work about thirty fain- ; 
Hies, these mostly residing on Long Is­ 
land. 
The bundles of material for the I 
several fam ilies thus employed ars 
made up in tile shop and delivered to 
them, the finished pockets being at the 
sam e tim e collected. 
“The knitting is done with a needle 
tw enty inches iii length, and the pock­ 
ets aru knitted w ith a peculiar knot 
that w ill not pull out. 
You might cut 
a hole iii a pocket w ith a knife, but the 
hole would go no farther. As the pock­ 
et is knitted it will not pull or draw I 
apart. 
“ Pool fiockots are made of cotton, of 
wool and of silk. The first are sold for 
$1.25 or thereabouts a dozen. 
Silk I 
pockets sell for about $10 a dozen. 
“ I should say that of all the pockets 
made perhaps half are of cotton, three- 
eighths of wool and one-eighth of silk. 
The pockets are most commonly green, 
but they are made In other colors as 
w ell—in maroon, for example, and iu 
yellow and in blue for tables with 
cloths in those colors. 
‘‘Output? 
Well, the production of 
them is som ewhat scattered. 
I should 
say that it might amount annually to 
about IO,DOO dozen, valued on an aver­ 
age, roughly estim ated, at $4 a dozen, 
making the total value of tile output 
som ewhere about $40,000.”— New York 
Sun.

It is 
also known us the hoactziu or evil 
sm elling bird, the flesh having an un­ 
pleasant odor, making it unpalatable 
to t>oth man and carnivorous animals, 
which is probably one cause of Us sur­ 
vival.
